In co- 
sequence of whichiwWe have had a ¢reat 
deal of snow, mud and slosh; with anot- 
casional gleam of sunshine. The odin 
habifants, who, if they do not govern, 
generally try to prognosticaté, and ‘pre- 
dict the kind of weather, have this time 
been foiled, much to thew dissatisfaction. 
They met one day to try to ascertain the 
cause of such unusual bad weather, when 
one suggested thatthere might be a screw 
loose 1n the machinery ; while others dc-
